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Minutes of the Annual Spring Meeting 
KANSAS SPEECH ASSOCIATION 


April 27, 1957 


(Fditor’s Note: A full report of the Spring Conference in Lawrence is included [as 
promised) in this issue of the Journal. This report has been prepared by Eugene Spangler, 
the new Secretary-Treasurer of K.S.A., from the official minutes of the main business 
session. It is hoped that this report will serve to inform those meinbers who were not 
able to be present—and to remind those who were present-—of the chief issues faced and 


decisions reached during the convention.) 


The meeting convened at 1:15 
p-m. in the Faculty Club on the cam- 
pus of the University of Kansas at 
Lawrence, President Maurice Swan- 
son presiding. 

Treasurer’s report read by Holla- 
day. Hill moved adoption. Passed 
unanimously, 

Secretary read report of executive 
meeting held Friday, April 26, 1957, 
in the Student Union on the Univer- 
sity of Kansas campus. 

Jim Trent moved that the con- 
stitution be amended to have dues 
raised to $2.50. Hill seconded. Car- 
ried unanimously. 

Blake moved the establishment of 
a sustaining membership of $5.00 for 
individuals and institutions wishing 
to give professional support to the 
K.S.A., those patrons to be given 
special recognition in the K.S.A. 
Journal. 

Nels Havens moved that Wichita 
University and Dodge City Junior 
College be encouraged to establish 
clinics in southwest Kansas area to 
assist high school teachers in prepar- 
ing for spring speech festivals. Car- 
ried unanimously. 

H. Francis Short reported for the 
nominating committee.

Passed unan- 
imously. 

A resolution was adopted instruct- 
ing the Secretary to write a letter of 
appreciation and support to William 
Conboy for his work with the Kansas 
Speech Journal. 


A resolution expressing the appre- 
ciation by the Kansas Speech Associ- 
ation of the work done during the 


past year by the President, Maurice 
Swanson, and the other officers. 

As it was necessary for Mr. Swan- 
son to leave the convention, the new 
President and Secretary assumed 
their respective offices and continued 
in this capacity from this point in 
the meeting. 

The new president, Mr. Howard 
Holladay, called for old business. 
None was presented. 


Dr. William Conboy reported for 
the chairman of the Radio-TV Work- 
shop Committee, Dr. F. L. Whan. 
This report included the following 
items: 

1. Dr. Eugene Q. Hoak, University 
of Wichita, was elected chairman 
for 1957-58. 

2. Reports from producing groups 
and institutions were requested by 
the Committee so they would have 
some basis upon which to make 
their studies. 

3. The Committee felt that more par- 
ticipation in the Radio—TV areca 
was necded. 

The report of the above commit- 
tee was unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Nels Havens, chairman of the 
Forensics Workshop Committee, re- 
ported for that group. The following 
items were included: 


1. Mr. Dan Tewell, Pittsburg High 
School, was elected chairman for 
1957-58. 

2. It was recommended that commit- 
tees be appointed to determine 
what constitutes the contest events 
of oratory, manuscript reading, 


and extemporancous speaking. 
was further recommended that 
these committees present their re. 
ports at the 1957 fall meeting. 

3. Changes in the rules for the man. 
uscript reading event were recom- 
mended. 

4. It was suggested that three judges 
be provided for each event at the 
State Speech Festivals. 

5. It was recommended that Discus- 
sion be employed more generally 
as a teaching technique and be 
recognized as such. 

6. It was recommended that the Kan- 
sas Speech Association indicate 
approval of audiences for all 
types of speech activities in the 
festivals and contests. 

7. It was recommended that the high 
school debate events in Kansas he 
started two weeks earlier in the 
fall than has been the practice in 
the past. 


Upon a motion by Mr. Leslie 
Blake and a second by Dr. E. Q. 
Hoak, the report of the Forensics 
Committee was unanimously adopted 
by the Convention. 


There was discussion of proposed 
revisions of the oral reading festival 
events. 


There was discussion on “Discus- . 


sion” being a classroom activity or 
an event in a contest, tournament, oF 
festival. 

It was moved by Mr. Havens, and 
seconded by Mr. Blake, that the re- 
port of the Forensics Committee be 


returned to the Committee for further’ 


action at the 3:45 p.m. session to be 
held as part of this convention. Mo- 
tion passed unanimously.

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The report of the Drama Work- 
shop Committee was presented by the 
chairman, Mr. Karl Bruder. The re- 
port included the following items: 


1. That the Kansas Speech Associa- 
tion publish and sel! an enthology 
of one-act plays of good quality. 

2. A discussion of the rating sheets 
used at dramatic events in speech 
festivals. 

3. A recommendation that criticism 
sessions be provided at speech 
festivals, 

4. A recommendation that judges 
mail rating sheets and criticisms 
to participating schools. 

5. Harriett Ketchum of Hays was 
elected chairman for 1957-58. 

It was moved and seconded that 
the Drama Committee report be 
adopted. 


It was moved by Mr. Blake and 
seconded by Mr. Havens that the 
time of announcement of play ratings 
be considered. The motion passed by 
a vote of 17 to 4. 


Dr. Keltner moved that the mat- 
ter of play ratings be referred back 
to the committee. The motion was 
seconded by Charles Goctzinger and 
passed by the Convention. 


There was no report from the 
Speech Correction Workshop Com- 
mittee. The new chairman will be 
selected for the next meeting. 


Mr. Leslie Blake reported for the 
Speech Education Workshop Com- 
mittee. It was recommended that the 
discussion of the teaching of speech 


should be included in the workshops. 

A motion to accept the above re- 
port was made by Mr. Matt Hill and 
seconded by Mr. Loy. Motion carried. 


It was moved by Mr. Nels Havens 
and seconded by Mr. Matt Hill that 
the Speech Association commend 
Miss Wanda Mae Vinson for her fine 
work in her new position as Director 
of Speech Activities for the Kansas 
State High School Activities Associ- 
ation, the commendation to be sent 
to the Board of Control. The motion 
carried unanimously. 

A request was made by the Presi- 
dent for questions to be discussed at 
the round-table meetings in the fall 
of 1957. 

Mr. Matt Hill presented a motion 
that the President of the Association 
and the Board of Directors be em- 
powered to call members of the Asso- 
ciation to act as a pilot committee 
bétween annual meetings. The motion 
was seconded by Mr. Blake; it passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. Capper moved that the 
Speech Association ask the High 
Schoo! Activities Association to auth- 
orize Kansas State College at Man- 
hattan to hold a discussion clinic on 
the Manhattan campus.

The general session adjourned, 
after which the Forensics Workshop 
continued with its meeting.
